Lucas actually acted out ihe ride. It 
was Filzgerald’s job to put hat into story 
and dialogue form. The core team at 
Imagineering numbered about 20, but 
soveral hundred people “tawehed™ tha 
project, such as those whe built ihe 
structure and surrounding “neighbarthood” 
at the parks aind the teams at ILM and 
Skywalker sound. While Disney never 
talks about costs for Individual attractions, 
astory in Tie Wolf Street forza just 
before Sar Tours opened pegged the tolal 
cost at nearly $32 million—or nearly twice 
the cost of the original Disneyland. 

When Episode Ill started production, 
it was time for Fitzgerald to journey back 
bo thet far aevey qalegy. In 2009, he Mev io 
Australia aned met with Lucas and Rotinan 
ona Saturday, 3 day off from shooting 
Revenge of fhe Sih, Thala where ihe basic 
ideas were hammered out for the new Star 
Tours.

Wwe pot the idea ef multiple storlas fer 
Star Tours.” 

There are, in fact, 54 possible 
combinations of storylines for each 
four-and-a-half minute ride aboard the 
Starspeeder 1000, an “earlier” version 
of the original intergalactic tour bus, since 
fhe ride now fakes place in the timelrarne 
bhatween Episodos lll and IV, instoad of 
alter Episode Vi. A tourist can wisit six 
planets wilh very different environments, 
and for the first time during a ride 
encounter some of Star Wars’ most iconic 
characters: Oarth Vader, teda, Boba Feti, 
@hewhacea, stormiroopers—even Princess 
Leia, ddeniral Aekbar, and Jar Jar Binks. 

And because Ae, the Starspeedar pilot 
in the original ride, told guests that i was

“One of the great things going for us,”

Bill George acknowledges that he did 
loge one dispute, But fairly willingly, The 
new ride takes place between Episodes lil 
and V, rather than after Episode Vl as its 
predecessor did.

Fitzgerald notes that many 
riders say iS like an entirely 
new attraction, but adds, “Wie 
were wery careful to protect the 
OMA of thie ride that people lowe.

During the Empire relaase, Kenner 
introduced the Micro Collection line 
of small-scale interloeking playsets 
from A Mew Hope and Emote with 
inch—high, metal figures. Kenner had 
Sovoral playsets fram Hath, Baspin, 
and Geath Star worlds in the initial 
release, and had plane io expand wilh 
additional Hoth and Beospin playsets 
as wellas mew playsets for the 
Upcoming release of After of the 
Jedi, The Bacta Chamber playset was 
to be added to fhe Hoth environment, 
and the Torture Chambar playset was 
to join the Bespin set. Both of these 
playseis were shown im retailer 
literature, but Kenner decided to 
eancel the line. For Jabba's Palace 
from Aeforn ef hie eo, throne roc, 
dungeon, and rancor pit playsets were 
in dhe works with new metal fequres 
from the file.
